Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty - eighth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: 

1. This Act may be called the Presidential and Vice -Presidential 
Elections (Amendment) Act, 1977 .

DISPUTES REGARDING ELECTIONS 


13. In this part, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(a ) " candidate ” means a person who has been or claims to 
have been duly nominated as a candidate at an election ;

(c ) " returned candidate” means a candidate whose name has 
been published under section 12 as duly elected .

14 . ( 1) No election shall be called in question except by present 
ing an election petition to the authority specified in sub -section (2 ) . 

(2) The authority having jurisdiction to try an election petition 
shall be the Supreme Court. 

(3 ) Every election petition shall be presented to such authority 
in accordance with the provisions of this Part and of the rules made 
by the Supreme Court under article 145 .

14A . ( 1) An election petition calling in question an election 
may be presented on one or more of the grounds specified in sub 
section ( 1) of section 18 and section 19 , to the Supreme Court by 
any candidate at such election , or 


(2) in the case of Presidential election , by twenty or more 
electors joined together as petitioners ; 


(ii) in the case of Vice - Presidential election , by ten or more 
electors joined together as petitioners . 


(2 ) Any such petition may be presented at any time after the 
date of publication of the declaration containing the name of the 
returned candidate at the election under section 12, but not later 
than thirty days from the date of such publication .

15 . Subject to the provisions of this part, rules made [whether 
before or after the commencement of the Presidential and Vice 
Presidential Elections (Amendment ) Act, 1977 ] by the Supreme 
Court under article 145 may regulate the form of election petitions, 
the manner in which they are to be presented , the persons who are 
to be made parties thereto , the procedure to be adopted in connec . 
tion therewith and the circumstances in which petitions are to abate, 
or may be withdrawn , and in which new petitioners may be substi 
tuted , and may require security to be given for costs. 


16 . A petitioner may claim either of the following declarations: 


( a ) that the election of the returned candidate is vold ;
